GovernmenttoInstall Army
Base Here.

ON A STRATEGIC SITE

Young's Bay Will Be Dredged and
Transport Docks Will
Be Built,

ACTIVE WORK SOON TO START

Barracks For Marines and Rifle Range
Included in Plans — Mouth of
Columbia Recognited as Im-
portant by Government,

To muke one of the grealest army
and naval stations in the United States
at the mouth of the Columbla River Is
one of the plans made by the Govern:
ment that will be carried out just as
soon aa the extreme low waler mark on
the bar is 38 feet. The fact that Japan
is nearly 700 miles nearer to the mouth
of the Columbla River than it {s to San
Francleco Is the chiel reason that the
government is anxious to lave its new
base completed as quickly as possible,

The news las just leaked out that
the old surveys made at Young's Bay
by the War Department several vears
ago are being carefully examined by
nival engineers. The two departments
are working in harmony in this matter,
as A great army post §s to be huilt
near the proposed naval station.  Per
manent quarters  for several thousand
troops and camping grounds for 50,000
soldiers are to be made; docks are to be
conatructed that will permit the landing
of transports,

The bay Is to be dredged so tiat the
whole Paeifle and Asiatic squadron can
anchor there, along with any additional
fleot that may be sont from the Atlantio
Const, The plans are to keep at least
one battleahip at this station continual-
ly. to build extrp large barracks for
marines, and to establish the best rifle
rangs for small armas practice on the
const, Bhipy' gunners ave to be trained
in shooting at fouting targets placed
out of alght neross from Tillamook Head,
Visible targets will alse be used,

There is plenty of room at the wide
mouth of the Columbin for the torpedo:
bout and gunboat fleets to mancuver;
the ocean is but an hour away, so that
battleships and armoured eruisers could
put to sea on very short notice,

This new defense is almed to protect
the Northwest from any possible foe
that might seek to gain a foothold on
the Columbin River from either China or
Japan. The Young's Bay station can be
reanched both by land and sen; the docks
are to be so built that trains can run
alongside the transports and the troops
march divect from the cars to the decks,
Warships are mueh nearer the ocean
than if they wore atationed at Bremier-
ton, which Is too far from rail transpor
tation,

for yenrs the forts at the mouth of
the Columbia have been strengthemed
until now it is said that it would be im-
possible for any enemy's fleet to try to
run them.

The recent vislt of the Pacific squad-
ron to Astorin caused the Navy De-
partment to take renewed interest In
the proposed Young's Bay station, and
a new survey has been ordered,

Judge Olcott’s Law Firm Refuses
to Leave Thaw Case.

THAW SAYS THEY ARE FIRED

Murderer Will Not Allow Oleott's Firm
to Handle His Cage—He Has Em-
ployed Seevral Other Lawyers
~Controversy is Warm.

NEW YORK. July 10~Through Abe
Gruber, of the firm of RBlack, Oleott,
Gruber and Bonynge, it was declared
yesterday that the firm has not as yet

decided to aceept Harry K, Thaw's dis-
missal as fingl. They are going to have
a talk with Thaw's mother,

“We were not hired by Harry Thaw
but by a Mr. Delafield, acting for Mrs,
William Thaw,” said Grubor, “We shall
lny this matter before her then and then
wny have somoething to say in regard
to the matter"”

Cliffond W, Hartridge, who was per
sonally appointed counsel in ghief, an-
nounced yesterday that the dismissal of
Black, Oleott, Gruber & Bonynge by his
client had been accomplished by the
severanee of the ties that bound Lewis
L. Delafield to the ease.

As far as Thaw s concerned, there
now remaln of the lawyers at one time
employed by the defense, only Mr, Hart-
ridge. John B. Gleason and perhaps Mr,
Longfellow, of the firm of Delafield &
Longfellow, Lewis L, Delafleld is not
n member of this firm, Frederick I
Delafleld is it's head. This is the official
list as furnished by Mr. Hartridge. He
s big broad shouldered man, and once
pulled in a Yale crew. He talked pretty
freely about Thaw's case in some ways
yosterday, showing the new turn the
case had taken

Mr, Oleott and his flem were engaged
by Mr. Dellafield, who represented that
at first, Mr, Delafield, I believe, is no
longer retained by Mr, Thaw.”

PORTLAND, July 16,—The street-car
men's union at a meeting tomight de-
gided to demand that the Portland Rail-

operates all the street car lines in Port-
land. reinstate E. I MeKinney, a motor-
man recently discharged, grant a flat
soale of 27 cents an hour, re-adjust the
working hours, abolish the present sys-
tem of compelling operatives to be photo
graphed, and recognize the union.

Genernl Manager Fuller refused to-
night to state what action the company
would thke, Today however, the com-
pany posted 8 notice in all its barns,
which stated that the company under no
clreumstances would deal with other
than individual employes. This it is be-
lieved, will be tantamount to a refusal
in advanee, to recognize the union or any
of ita demands

The company employes in the neigh-
bodhod of 800 men. Of these the union
claim & membership of over ¢ If the
figures given by the men are reliable,
and they vesort to a strike, as they
soemed tonight to believé to be neces-
sary, it will almost complately paralyze
the entire car service of the eity.

The return of District Attorney
Sullivan from a conferénce with the at-
torney-general at New York yestenday,
will mark a complete change by the
government in connection with its fight
to stamp out trade diseriminations in
favor of the giant corporations. The
change includes a complete reversal re-
garding G, J. Grammer, vice-president of
the Lake Shore and Michignn Southern.
Grammar will not be indicted. Instead,
he will be asked to assist the govern.
ment in forging a chain of evidence
about the necks of some of the biggest
Standard Oil officials in the country.
The switch on the part of the govern:
ment is explained by o statement made
yesterday that the single desire of the
department s to get at the Standard Oil
Company.

PORTLAND. July 106,—Listening to
the excuses of u special venire of tales-
men summoned to try the land frand
cuses, consumed a large part of the time
today in the federal district court. When
the case of the government against At-
torney M. A. Hoge of Medford; Henry
W. Millen, Frank E, Kineart and Charles
Niekell of Jacksonville was called, two
of the defendsnts falled to put in ap-
prarance, Hoge is said to be sick abed
at his home. Miller is thought to be in
this city and it is believed he will ap-
pear tomorrow, to which time his case
was continued.

The prosecution is experiencing con-
siderable difficulty in rounding up the
defendants in the different cases. Besides
Hoge, State Senator F, P. Mays is de-
clared to be at his home in Fastern
Oregon. too ill to stand trial.

In & large number of instamces the
defendants were present and these en-
tered pleas of not guilty. Two indiet-
ments sguinst Puter, McKinley, Tarpley
and others, already convicted in connec-
tion with the land frauds, ware nullified
by Prosecutor Heney on grounds of for-
mer jeopardy. Another indictments was
dismissed against a defendant, who has
died since his indictment.

COMPANY IS BLAMED.

SALISBURY, England, July 18.—The
coroner’s inguest into the eause of the
wreck of the Plymouth steamer express
on July 1, in which 25 persons were
killed, resulted in a verdict today of de-
railment as a result of the high speed
of the train, which was contrary to the
company’s order. The jury deelined to
allow the verdict to be recorded us one
of accidental death, saying (hey consid-
ered n certain amount of blame attached
to the company as well as the engine
driver.

ELKS IN WRECK.

Colo., July 10.—Passenger
train No, 7, on the Colorado & Southern
Railway, carrying hundrveds of Texas
Elks to the convention in Denver, was
wrecked thwe miles north of Forbes
Junction at an early hour this morning,
Engineer Martin J. Cullen was killed and
Fireman Charles T. Garroll was badly
hurt. The engine rolled over, earrying
the two baggage-cars with it, None of
the passenger coaches left the track.
Cullen was caught under the locomotive

and his body crushed to a pulp.
